No. 3/3/86-Public.— In the death of Shri. Jpguvan Ram on 6th July, 1986 the country has lost one 
of its great and wise statesmen and patriotic sons. A veteran freedom fighter and an ardent social worker, 
he dedicated his entire life to the service ofthe people of the country. He figured prominently on the political 
scene of the country continuously for about five d.Ce des. 

2. He was born on 5th A.pril, 1908 at Chandwa, Bhojpur District, Bihar. After his education in Patna 
University, Banaras Hindu University and Calcutta University, he received Honorary Doctorate Degrees 
from Kanpur, Ujjain and Waltiir Universities. 

3. He took keen inteiest in the movement for social reform and for the upliftment of the weaker 
sections of the society from hi j student days. While at Banara s Hindu Unhersity, he organised Scheduled 
Castes to protest against social dhcrhnination. He later organised the Scheduled Castes at Calcutta and 
arranged conferences to drew the attention of soch 1 and political le; drrs of Benge, 1* He participated in 
the anti-untouchability movement staited by Mahctn.a Ga dhi. Liming the 1930 Congress movement 
he helped secretly in the circulation of pamphlets about the movement. He offered individ ual Satyrgraha 
and was imprisoned for a yeai inLccember, 1940* In August, 1942, he was arrested and drained under 
the Quit India Moven ent. He wes released from je il in October, 1943 on medical grounds. 
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4. He started his political career as Member of the Bihar Legislature in 1936 and served for 4 years. 
He served as Member of the Central Legislative Assembly and Constituent Assembly during the period 
1946-50. In this capacity he played an important role in the framing of the Constitution of India. He 
was member of the Provisional Parliament from 1950 to 1952. He was Union Minister for Labour in the 
Interim Government during 1946-1952. He was elected to Lok Sabha iri 1952. He continued to be a Member 
of the Union Cabinet from 1952 to 1979, except fora period of 3 years from 1963 to 1966 when he resigned 
und. r the Kamrai Plan. He had held important portfolios as Minister of Labour, Communications, Trans¬ 
port, Railways, Food and Agriculture, Irrigation, Defence etc. He also held the ovR;e of Deputy Prime 
Minister from January 1979 to July, 1979. He had continuously been a Member of Lok S^bha since 1952. 

5. He was associated with (i) Indian National Congress (1933—77); and (ii) Congress for Democracy 
(till the merger with the Janata Party). He formed Indian Congrcst(J) in 1980. 

6 . He led several Indian delegations to international Conferences and other forums abroad. 

7. The welfare of the Scheduled Castes and other weaker sections of the Society was a passion with 
him, A leap in agricultural production while he was Union Minister for Food and Agriculture, his able 
guidince to the d'f.ncc forces during his tenure as Union Defence Minister and his all round effort to 
achieve national integration will always be remembered with gratitude by the Nation, 

8 . Even in his failing health, Shri Jagjivan Ram worked without rest or respite in the service of the 
Nation. ‘His undaunted spirit, his patriotism and his constant devotion to the country's good, will remain 

'’an inspiring memory with our people.
